THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Troy in the county of Chesh- 


ire in said state, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
Troy on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 


ensuing year. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 


sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 


appropriation of the same. 


Article 3. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the support of the poor. 


Article 4. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for repairing highways and bridges and to see if the town 
will vote to apply for state aid and permanent improvement of 
highways in accordance with an act of the legistlature of 1905. 


Article 5. To see if the voters of the town will vote to 


raise and appropriate a sum of money for state aid maintenance.

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Article 6. To see if the voters of the town will vote and 
appropriate the sum of seventy-five dollars for the: mainte- 
nance of the unimproved road from the Picker Mill to the Marl- 


boro line. 


' Article 7. To see if the voters of the town will vote to 


raise and appropriate a sum of money for street lighting. 


Article 8. To see if the voters of the town will vote to 
allow a discount of 2 per cent upon all taxes paid previous to 
July 5th of the current year and instruct the collector to col — 
leet all poll taxes before May Ist, 1918. 


Article 9. To see if the voters of the town will vote to 


raise one thousand dollars to apply to outstanding notes.., 


Article 10. To see if the voters will vote to raise and ap- 


_ propriate a sum of money for the public hbrary in addition to 


the amount required by law. 


Article 11. To see if: the voters of the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate a sum of money to pay the interest on the 


water bonds. 


_ Article 12. To see if the voters of the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate a sum of money for extension and main- 


tenance of the water system. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
five hundred dollars, to be set aside as a sinking fund to pay 


off the water bonds at maturity. 


Artiele 14. To see if the voters of the town will vote to 
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raise and appropriate a sum of money for free band concerts 


for the year ensuing. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to borrow money to pay town charges. 


Article 16. To hear reports of agents, auditors or com- 
mittees heretofore chosen and take action in relation thereto. 


Article 17. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Troy: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as Superinten- 
dent of Schools, this being the seventeenth in the series under 
district supervision. 

Taking up the work of the schools at the point where it 
was left by my report of last year, that is, February 15, 1917, 
I wish to say that it was carried out with a good degree of effi- 
ciency. All the schools suffered somewhat because of conges- 
tion or unsuitable quarters and one school lost ground some- 
what as a result of changes in teachers due to sickness. (Gen- 
erally speaking, however, the year was successful. 

To relieve the crowded quarters the school meeting in 
March, by practically unanimous action, voted to purchase the 
““Merrifield Club’’ property for school purposes. This con- 
sisted of a large two-story house with shed and barn and about 
three acres of land, well located for school use. During the 
summer the house was remodeled for the accommodation of the 
high school and the seventh and eighth grades, thus leaving the 
first six grades in the old school building. 

Early in the spring I made an effort to secure a corps of 
teachers for the present school year and was well pleased with 
the prospects, but on account of military exingencies, sickness 
and other causes the staff as originally selected was hardly 
recognizable when the schools actually opened in September. 

Thus far this year-I have been far from pleased with the 
school situation in Troy. About half of the teachers have been 
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a success and the other half have been more or less of a failure, 
Naturally the schools have suffered from a direct educational 
view-point besides falling down in organization and discipline. 
This condition of affairs is directly due to the difficulty in se- 
curing competent teachers as a result of the shortage of teach- 
ers due to war conditions. This is not by any means a peculiar 
local condition. A very large percentage of the schools 
throughout the country are operating below their usual stand- 
ard of efficiency from this same cause. A large number of the 
young men are engaged in active war service and many of the 
positions thus vacated are filled by the more competent women 
teachers. In addition large numbers have left the teachin 
profession to engage in other more Berea lines. And it is 
probable that ‘‘the worst is yet to come. 

- This simply means that we must make just that much more 
effort to produce satisfactory results as there should be no let- 
down in the standards of the public schools. 

The schools in both buildings have fallen below the. stand- 
ard that they should have reached. This has been especially 
true of the high school where inability to secure thoroughly 
‘competent teaching and effective administration has caused the 
school to suffer materially. I believe, however, that this situa- 
tion is in process of an early solution. The resignation of the 
former principal has allowed us to place Miss Hamill in charge 
of the building and J expect competent work and satisfactory 
results from this source. A new teacher has been secured for 
the commercial branches and she has made a promising begin- 
ning. Most of the regular high school work, formerly in 
charge of the principal, is now handled by a substitute, but a 
regular teacher has been engaged to take up the work on Feb- 
ruary 11. She is a young woman with several years of sue- 
cessful experience and I anticipate that, with this prospective 
corps of teachers, the school will shortly take the position that 


it should rightfully occupy. : 
No one can regret the conditions: that have existed more 
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than I do, but I believe that it is my province to state the case 
frankly not only to you but to the other citizens who may read 
this report and for this reason I have spoken thus freely. 

I believe that the plans as outlined last year for the reor- 
ganization of your school system are sound and that they will 
shortly work out to advantage. . 

The third year added to the high school should be con- 
tinued and the junior high school subjects introduced in the 
seventh and eighth grades are in accord with the best educa- 
tional policy. 

The supervision of the noon-hour, upon which a beginning 
has been made this year, should be carried out in full, and 
should include provision for a warm noon luneh during the 
winter months for all pupils who live too far from the school 
to go home to their dinners. 

During the next year you will be confronted with a seri- 
ous problem financially on account of the action of the last 
legislature in adding a half-year to the present school year. 
This means that at the annual meeting in March provision must 
be made to finance the schools until August 31 and then for a 
full year thereafter. In order to do this it will be necessary 
to practice rigid economy especially in view of the fact that in 
order to secure competent teachers it will be necessary to pay 
larger salaries. 

Under normal conditions I should recommend eareful econ- 
sideration of a plan to rearrange the rooms in the primary 
‘building with the object of making them better suited to the 
size of the grades, but this will probably have to wait until a 


less stringent period. 

The rural school situation is not altogether satisfactory 
but it seems inadvisable to attempt to run these schools with 
the very small number of pupils who would attend. This situ-- 
ation has been greatly complicated during the past two months 
by the extreme cold weather and deepssnows making travel on 
the ‘‘back’’ roads almost out of the question. 
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With the beginning of the present term I have inaugurated: 
a series of weekly teachers’ meetings to deal with specific prob- 
lems of the school room with especial reference to the teaching 
of the subjects of the elementary schools. I am hoping that 
these meetings may be a factor in bringing about a spirit of 
hearty cooperation among all the teachers as well as an increase 
in teaching efficiency. 

I have no new suggestions to offer as it appears to me that 
our efforts should be devoted to putting the present plans, ° 
which I believe are thoroughly sound, on a substantial and ef- 
fective working basis. In our class-room work we must aim at 
the practical rather than the theoretical and those: lines that 
will function to the fullest extent in the after life of the pupils. 
We must keep in mind to a greater degree than ever before the 
social and moral aspects of school training and, just at present,, 
the especial opportunity to impress community and national 
spirit upon the pupils. The play spirit should be fostered but 
‘‘rough house’’ tactics and general discourtesy should be ef- 
feetively squelched. One of my regrets in connection with my 
work in Troy as well as in the other towns of the district is that. 
the time and distance required to cover my territory do not 
allow me to come into closer personal touch with both pupils 
and parents. The better our knowledge of the individual pu- 
pil, his home conditions and parental problems, the better we 
can serve them in the school room and on the playground. 

In conelusion I wish to express to the members of the 
board, one and all, my fullest appreciation of your faithful 
efforts for the best interests of the schools and my hearty 
thanks for your kindly cooperation in all the work that we have 
been called upon to do.
